Francis  Loud  1st  and  Ms  brother  came  from  Scotland.  The 
brother  settled  in  St.  Johns,  N.  B.,  Francis  settled  in  Sagadahoc  on 
the  Kennebec  River,  Me.  In  1676,  during  the  war,  he  was  driven 
from  his  home  by  the  Indians.  He,  with  several  of  his  neighbors, 
IDetitioned  Sir  Edmund  Andros,  for  the  right  to  settle  on  Arrowsic 
Island,  where  we  find  him  in  1679.  He  subsequently  settled  in  Ipswich, 
Mass.,  with  his  family.  He  afterwards  returned  to  Maine,  where  in 
1726  we  find  him  jDosted  at  Fort  Marys,  Biddeford,  where  he  proba- 
bly died. 

Francis  Loud,  Jr.,  son  of  the  above,  was  born  in  Ipswich,  Mass., 
July  26,  1700.  Onner  Prince,  daughter  of  Isaac  Prince,  who  married 
Mary  Turner,  a  descendant  of  the  fourth  generation  from  Elder  Will- 
iam Brewster  of  the  Mayflower,  born  in  Hull,  Mass.,  October  26,  1701. 
They  were  published  as  residents  of  Weymouth,  Mass.,  October  22, 
1722.  No  record  of  their  marriage.  Francis  died  in  Weymouth 
January  22,  1774;  Onner  P.  Loud,  January,  18,  1777.

Caleb  Loud,  Jr.,  was  born  in  Weymouth,  He  was  but  ten  years 
old  when  his  father  was  drowned,  and  was  taken  by  his  Uncle  Lebbeus 
Bates,  (who  had  been  appointed  guardian  of  all  the  children),  to 
Cummington.  He  lived  Avith  Ebenezer  Snell,  working  on  the  farm 
and  attending  school,  until  he  went  to  learn  the  trade  of  carj)enter 
and  joiner  with  Ezekiel  Baldwin  in  Easthamx)ton.  After  serving  his 
time  here  he  returned  to  Boston  and  Weymouth,  for  some  little  time, 
working  at  his  trade.  Going  back  to  Easthami)ton  he  was  married 
in  1796  to  Jerusha  Clark, .  a  daughter  of  Lieut.  Asahel  Clark,  an 
officer  in  the  Revolution.  He  was  a  very  skillful  mechanic,  and  the 
first  to  introduce  the  system,  called  the  square  rule,  in  framing  build- 
ings; in  place  of  the  old  scribe  rule,  or  cut  and  try.  He 
was  engaged  for  a  number  of  years  in  building  churches,  court 
houses  and  other  large  buildings,  in  different  loarts  of  the  State. 
He  was  an  honest  and  reliable  man  in  all  his  dealings,  a  kind  neigh- 
bor and  worthy  citizen  in  every  respect.    Of  a  jovial  disposition  and 
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fond  of  a  joke,  lie  was  company  everywhere.  Having  a  fondness  for 
music,  during  liis  stay  in  Boston  he  bought  him  a  Bass  Viol,  and 
being  a  member  of  the  choir  in  Easthampton,  he  introduced  the 
"fiddle,  as  they  called  it,"  into  the  church  choir,  amid  so  great 
opposition  of  a  few,  that  it  came  near  swamping  the  concern.  In 
fact  one  Oliver  Clark,  a  Baptist  Elder  and  others,  did  leave  the 
church.  The  above  Ezekiel  Baldv/in,  an  eccentric  genius,  had  a 
habit,  about  his  work,  of  using  very  often,  the  word  "  Fiddle  Fad- 
die,"  which  so  annoyed  the  said  Oliver  that  he  asked  him  one  day 
what  Fiddle  Faddle  meant.  Ezekiel's  reply  was:  "Fiddle  is  the 
instrument  they  use  in  church,  and  Faddle  is  a  hard  shell  Baptist," 
which  satisfied  the  Elder. 

The  old  Bass  Yiol  built  in  1793  is  still  a  member  of  the  family, 
and  highly  respected.

Austin  Loud  was  born  in  Westhampton,  Mass.,  was  a  builder  and 
millright,  ever  busy  and  very  ingenious,  readily  turning  his  hand 
to  any  mechanical  work  from  a  fiddle  to  a  meeting  house.  In  1832 
with  his  family  he  moved  to  Kirtland,  O.,  where  he  built  a  grist  and 
saw  mill  in  which  the  lumber  for  the  Mormon  Temple  was  sawed. 
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After  remaining  tJiere  three  years,  and  becoming  disgnsted  witli 
Mormon  society,  in  the  winter  of  1836  he  moved  to  Hnntsburg. 
The  following  season  he  built  a  church  at  Montville.  During  the 
summer  of  1837  he  erected  a  church  at  Ravenna,  O.,  after  which  he 
returned  to  Huntsburg,  built  a  saw  mill,  in  which  he  occupied  his 
spare  hours  in  such  work  as  came  to  hand.  In  1839  he  built 
a  dwelling  for  himself  where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life,  like 
Paul,  laboring  with  his  hands  for  his  necessities  and  with  his  heart 
faithfully  doing  his  Master's  work  to  the  end.  He  w^as  an  earnest, 
every  day  Christian,  strictly  temperate  in  all  his  habits,  anti-slavery 
of  the  Garrison  strijDC  of  the  strictest  sort. 

Mehetable,  his  wife,  was  born  in  Westhampton;  was  the  daughter 
of  Cornelius  Bartlett,  a  soldier  for  seven  years  in  the  Revolution. 
She  was  a  milliner  and  dressmaker  and  worked  at  her  trade  until  she 
was  married.     She  is  still  living,  1889,  in  Windsor,  Ohio.

Sarah  F.  was  born  in  Westhampton,  was  a  musician  and  teacher 
of  some  note,  living  in  Madison,  Ohio,  after  her  husband' s  death 
until  1879.  She  then  moved  to  Metropolis,  111.,  where  she  remained 
till  1887.  Her  present  residence  is  Pomona,  Los  Angeles  county, 
Cal.  Simeon  Dickinson  was  born  in  Madison,  O.  After  their  mar- 
riage he  was  emx)loyed  for  seven  years  in  a  woolen  factory  at  Chagrin 
Falls,  0.  In  1856  he  moved  to  Rock  Island,  111.  In  1859  they  went 
to  Mokena,  111.,  and  in  1862  moved  back  to  Madison,  0.     In  1854  he 
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was  graduated  from  the  Eclectic  Medical  School  in  Cincinnati,  and 
continued  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  various  localities  till  1863, 
when  his  health  failed  and  he  was  compelled  to  relinquish  his  prac- 
tice, and  in  1875  he  died.

Henry  M.  Loud  was  born  in  Westhampton,  Mass.,  and  moved 
with  his  father  to  Ohio  in  1832,  first  settling  in  Kirtland,  Lake  county, 
Ohio,  In  1836  he  removed  to  Huntsburg,  Geauga  county,  where 
he  was  married  to  Yilitta  Jane  Kile.  His  early  life  was  spent  upon 
a  farm,  with  a  small  water  saw  mill,  where  his  school  advantages 
were  very  limited,  usually  about  three  months  of  indifferent  school 
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attendance  yearly,  walking  one  and-a-lialf  miles.  By  the  improve- 
ment of  what  leisure  hours  he  could  command,  and  considerable 
night  work,  with  books  and  study,  he  partly  redeemed  this  v/ant  of 
educational  advantages.  At  the  age  of  18  he  was  licensed  to  exhort, 
and  soon  after  as  a  local  preacher  in  the  Methodist  Episcox)al  church, 
of  which  he  became  a  member  at  the  age  of  12.  For  some  years  he 
preached  irregularly  on  a  large  circuit  without  compensation.  When 
26  years  of  age  he  joined  the  Erie  Annual  Conference  and  preached 
two  years  on  the  Hartford,  Trumbull  county,,  Circuit,  and  one  year 
at  Braceville,  0,,  then  asked  a  location  and  moved  to  Concord,  N.  H., 
Avhere  he  spent  three  years  at  a  Methodist  Theological  school.  Here 
he  studied  during  the  week  and  preached  regularly  on  Sundays. 
During  this  time  he  sx^ent  a  vacation  of  six  months  jpreaching  in  St. 
Paul's  M.  E.  church  at  Fall  River,  Mass.  After  graduation  he  joined 
the  New  England  Conference  and  was  stationed  at  Watertown,  near 
Boston,  St.  Paul's  at  Lowell,  Fitchburg,  Leominster  and  Medford. 
For  some  years  during  this  period,  he  was  one  of  the  directors  of  the 
N.  E.  Education  Society  of  Boston,  a  society  organized  to  aid  young 
men  preparing  for  the  minis trj^  in  which  he  took  a  lively  interest, 
preaching  the  first  annual  sermon,  before  the  N.  E.  Conference,  on 
its  behalf.  In  1865,  owing  in  part  to  imj)aired  health,  he  took  a 
supernumerary  relation,  and  engaged  in  the  lumber  business;  first 
in  Boston,  and  then  in  Oscoda,  Mich.,  where  he  still  resides;  being 
the  president  of  the  H.  M.  Loud  &  Sons  Lumber  Co. ;  doing  a  large 
lumber,  mercantile  and  shij)ping  business  with  his  four  sons  asso- 
ciated with  him.  In  1884  he  was  one  of  the  two  lay  delegates  from 
the  Detroit  Conference  to  the  General  Conference  of  the  M.  E.  church 
convened  at  Philadelj)hia.  The  same  year  he  was  appointed  one  of 
the  Centennial  committee  for  the  endowment  of  Albion  College,  of 
which  he  has  since  become  and  now  in  1889  is  a  trustee.  In  the  fall 
of  1886  he  was  the  unanimous  nominee  of  the  Republican  party  for 
Congress,  from  the  Tenth  Congressional  District  of  Michigan,  but 
was  defeated  by  Hon.  S.  O.  Fisher,  the  Democratic  nominee.  He 
being  a  staunch  temperance  man,  gave  his  oi^ponent  the  full  benefit 
of  the  saloon  and  whiskey  vote;  declaring  that  he  would  not  cater 
to  a  saloon  or  furnish  a  glass  of  whiskey  for  a  seat  in  Congress . 
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In  February,  1880,  his  wife,  whom  he  had  taken  to  Florida  for 
her  health,  died  at  Jacksonville  and  was  buried  in  Elmwood  ceme- 
tery, Detroit.  JSTovember  29,  1883,  he  was  married  to  Mrs.  Nancy  P. 
Miller  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  'Rev.  Henry  Ward  Beecher  officiating.

Clark  was  born  in  Huntsburg,  O.,  and  they  were  married  in  Char- 
don.  He  was  a  farmer.  First  settled  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the 
town,  where  they  remained  a  number  of  years,  but  becoming  affected 
with  the  Western  fever  they  emigrated  to  Iowa.

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Watson  was  born  in  Westhampton  in  1806;  Mary  Ann,  liis  wife, 
was  born  in  Easthampton,  1808.  Early  in  life,  with  lier  parents,  she 
removed  to  IS'orthamxDton,  where  she  was  married  in  1835,  and  after 
a  long  and  severe  illness,  died  in  Romeo,  Mich.,  February  8,  1876. 
Watson,  in  early  life  had  only  the  advantage  of  a  common  school 
education.  From  the  age  of  12  to  18,  he  Avorked  out  by  the  month 
on  the  farm,  or  in  his  father's  shop;  having  the  privilege  of  school 
during  the  winter.  During  the  years  from  1826  to  1828,  he  fitted  for 
college  in  the  academies  at  Hadley  and  Westfield,  Mass.

Owing  to  his  large  and  widely  scattered  field,  without  roads,  the 
unhealthiness  of  the  climate,  and  continued  sickness  in  his  family, 
he  was  compelled  to  seek  a  more  healthy  location,  and  removed  to 
Romeo,  and  continued  in  practice  until  1852,  when  he  entered  into 
partnershix),  in  the  mercantile  business,  with  Mr.  C.  B.  Newburj^, 
under  the  firm  name  of  C.  B.  Newbury  &  Co.,  which  was  continued 
until  the  deatli  of  the  senior  loartner,  in  1865.  Then  a  new  company 
was  formed  with  the  oldest  son  of  Mr.  Newbury,  under  the  name  of 
Loud  &  Newbury,  which  was  dissolved  by  limitation  in  August,  1870; 
since  then,  till  the  present,  1889,  he  has  been  an  insurance  agent.  He 
is  a  man  of  very  genial  disijosition,  prominent  and  active  in  all 
the  benevolent  operations  of  the  day,  and  leader  in  all  the  reforms  of 
church  and  State,  and  greatly  beloved.  He  was  superintendent  of 
the  Sabbath  school  eight  years,  deacon  of  the  church  nineteen  years, 
secretary  and  treasurer  thirty-six  years,  was  elected  by  the  Eastern 
Conference,  Michigan  delegate  to  the  National  Council  at  New 
Haven,  Conn.,  in  1874.

He  was  one  of  those  kind- 
hearted,  generous  men,  who  endear  themselves  to  all  with  whom  they 
come  in  contact,  whether  in  business  or  socially.  He  was  a  true  type 
of  manhood,  and  left  behind  him  a  record  which  has  not  even  the 
faintest  semblance  of  a  blot  to  mar  its  whiteness,  and  one  which  will 
make  for  the  rising  generation  a  fitting  model  to  pattern  after.  He 
was  of  a  genial,  hapjoy  nature,  and  his  death  leaves  an  aching  void 
in  the  heart  of  every  person  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  His 
natural  temperament  was  deeply  sympathetic,  and  he  would  go  as 
far  out  of  his  way  to  confer  a  favor  or  lighten  the  load  of  a  brother  in 
afSiction  as  any  man  in  the  community.  The  death  of  such  a  man  is 
a  public  calamity,  and  to  his  aged  father  and  his  devoted  wife  the 
blow  comes  with  a  force  and  weight  that  words  cannot  express."

Caleb  Loud  3rd,  was  born  in  Westhampton,  Mass.,  in  1809. 
His  wife  also  was  born  in  Westhampton,  1811,  on  the  farm  on  which 
they  now  live,  and  where  she  has  always  lived,  except  a  short  time 
siDcnt  in  Florence,  a  village  in  Northampton,  where  they  were  married 
in  1833.  In  1883,  January  29,  they  celebrated  the  fiftieth  anniversary 
of  their  marriage.  Mr.  Lond  was  a  carpenter  and  millwright  by  trade, 
was  always  an  active  and  enterprising  man.  Between  1830  and  1846 
he,  with  his  brother,  erected  several  churches,  dwellings  and  mills. 
He  built  the  first  mill  in  the  village,  now  bearing  his  name  (Loudville) 
in  1833,  for  the  puri^ose  of  making  buttons  and  button-moulds.  This 
he  sold  in  1836,  and  built  a  saw  mill  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river, 
which  was  swept  away  by  the  flood  in  1872.

Since  1846  he  has  built  forty  overshot 
and  breast  wheels,  and  as  agent  for  the  Leffel  Comijany,  has  sold 
and  set  forty  turbine  iron  wheels.  He  has  held  many  offices  of  trust, 
and  given  a  fair  share  of  his  time  to  public  service.  Helped  lay  the 
corner  stone  of  Bunker  Hill  monument,  1825.  Has  held  the  office  of 
Justice  of  the  Peace  twenty-one  years,  under  Govs.  Andrews,  Rice 
and  Claflin,  besides  a  trustee  of  the  Easthampton  Savings  Bank  from 
its  organization  until  last  year.  They  have  always  been  leading 
members  in  all  church  and  social  enterprises.  Altogether  they  can 
review  their  lives  as  busy  and  useful  ones,  and  are  highly  esteemed 
by  all  who  know  them.

Charles  C.  was  born  in  Hadley,  Mass.  His  wife,  Helen,  Avas  born 
in  Stoughton,  Mass.;  they  were  married  in  Hingham,  Mass.,  and  they 
both  died  in  Londville.  At  the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  Charles  C. 
was  at  the  Williston  Seminary,  Easthampton,  Mass.,  fitting  for 
college.  In  consulting  his  i^arents  (being  under  age),  he  was  asked 
his  choice  between  college  and  war,  he  chose  the  latter  (as  he  says 
little  realizing  what  it  meant).  September  20,  1861,  he  enlisted  for 
three  years  as  a  drummer  in  Company  — ,  Twenty-second  Regiment, 
Massachusetts  Volunteers.  He  was  at  the  battle  of  Roanoke  Island 
and  Newberne,  N.  C.  In  the  latter  battle  he  was  hit  by  a  spent 
bullet  in  one  side  of  his  cheek,  passing  under  his  tongue  and  lodging 
in  the  opposite  side,  which  bullet  he  drox^ped  into  his  hand,  loosing 
seven  teeth  in  the  operation.  He  had  just  returned  from  the  rear, 
after  carrying  off  a  wounded  soldier,  and  came  in  for  another.  For 
this  he  enjoyed  a  sixty-days'  furlough  at  home.  In  returning  to  the 
front,  was  run  over  by  an  omnibus  in  ISTew  York  and  detained  some 
days.  He  then  started  for  Newberne  by  boat,  and  when  about  twelve 
hours  out,  as  he  was  seasick,  and  his  berth  being  uncomfortable,  he 
changed  to  the  cabin  floor,  and  had  hardly  lain  down  when  they  were 
run  into  by  another  vessel,  the  bowsprit  of  which  passed  directly 
through  the  berth  he  had  just  left.  In  1863,  after  his  three  years' 
enlistment  had  expired,  he  re-enlisted  in  the  veteran  corps  for  the 
war.  In  the  spring  of  1865,  he  (with  1,900  others),  was  captured  at 
a  place  called  South  West,  near  Kingston,  N.  C,  and  were  comx^elled 
to  walk  all  the  way  to  Richmond  'mid  great  suffering.  When  they 
reached  Libby  prison  they  were  striiDped  and  robbed  of  all  valuables. 
They  were  at  Libby  and  Castle  Thunder  a  little  over  a  month. 
During  this  time  the  rebels  had  laid  a  mine  of  powder  under  the 
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IDrison  to  blow  it  up;  but,  happily  they  had  to  leave  sooner  than  they 
expected  and  were  frustrated  in  their  plans.  They  were  soon  sent 
down  the  James  River,  and  when  received  by  the  soldiers,  they 
turned  around  and  gave  the  old  flag  three  times  three  cheers;  that 
they  were  once  more  in  what  the  boys  called  it,  "God's  country." 
He  died  in  1885.

Dr.  John  Loud  was  born  in  Weymouth,  Mass.,  and  was  but  3 
years  old  when  his  father  was  drowned.  Susannah  Shaw,  his  wife, 
was  born  in  Cummington,  Mass.,  where  they  were  married.  With 
the  other  children,  he  was  taken  very  early  by  his  guardian,  Lebbeus 
Bates,  to  Cummington,  where  he  remained  until  his  marriage.

In  relating  his  history  we  prefer  to  use  his  own  words  :  "  Born  early 
in  the  nineteenth  century,  when  educational  advantages  were  quite 
limited,  especially  to  those  in  indigent  circumstances,  which,  unfor- 
tunately, was  the  case  of  my  parents.
